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Polk Revises Neely Succeeds Dodge 


Sales Totals 
For February 





Reports from 23 States 
Show Figure to be 


101,500 Units 





Detroit, Mar, 20.—Sharp upward 
revision of earlier estimates on 
total passenger car sales in the 
U. S. during February has fol- 
lowed the completion of reports 
from 23 states, and the figure 
now is placed at 101,500 units, 
R. L. Polk & Co., reported today 
in its weekly survey of motor 
car registrations. 

Latest reports based on figures 
from the 23 states indicate an 
increase in February registrations 
of 78.28 per cent over those of 
January, and an increase of 41.94 
per cent over February a year 
ago. 





Commercial car sales continued 
to climb, the reports indicated, 
with a total registration for Feb- 
ruary in 19 states of 8,379 com- 
pared to 3,368 in February a year 
ago, or an increase of 148.78 per 
cent. The estimate for total 
commercial car registrations dur- 
ing February was placed at 24,000 
in the Polk report. 

Passenger car registrations for 
February in the 23 states totaled 
47,412, the Polk report shows, 
compared to 29,063 in January 
and 33,985 during February, 1933. 
Total registrations during Janu- 
ary in 47 states were 59,390, and 
for February 68,415. 

In January a total of 22,224 
commercial vehicles was regis- 
tered in 47 states, Polk reports in- 
dicated, compared to 9,550 in Feb- 
ruary of last year.

Washington, Mar. 20.—Up to 
Mar. 10, progress made on emer- 
gency construction of public 


works highways under supervi- 
sion of the U. S. Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads shows a total of 6,472 
projects, estimated to cost $327,- 
207,000 had been advertised for 
contract, begun by day labor em- 
ployed directly by the highway 
authorities, or completed. The 
cost of the day labor projects in- 
cluded in the figure cited is $23,- 
160.000. 

The Bureau points out that of 
the 5,757 projects awarded for 
construction, 3,807 were under 
construction on Mar. 10, and 738 
were completed. The work under 
construction, which is estimated 
to cost $233,757,000, was giving 
regular employment to 113,927 
men.

Even while men from the big- 
gest steel regions were stepping 
into their national organization’s 
fight against the Wagner-National 
Labor Board bill and the Con- 
nery measure, a union labor dele- 
gation from the tri-state area 
was on its way to Washington to 
demand an immediate decision 
from the department of justice on 
labor differences between the 
Weirton Steel Co. and the Na- 
tional Labor Board. 


Union Delegates 

A committee of eight union 
steel workers, representing local 
lodges of the Amalgamated Assn. 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers in 
Weirton and Clarksburg, W. Va., 
and Steubenville, O., left Pitts- 
burgh by motor bus for the 
capital. 

William J. Long, president of 
the Weirton local, said the com- 
mittee would seek an audience 
with President Roosevelt to de- 
termine “why his executive order 
to hold an election of collective 
bargaining representatives at the 
Weirton plant, under NRA aus- 
pices, was ignored.” 

“There is a threat of a national 
steel strike behind the Weirton 
mess,” Long said. 

“If we don’t get satisfaction in 
Washington, there is no doubt 
about it—-the steel workers in 
other sections of the country will 
go out on strike,” he said. 

Efforts of the rail and automo- 
bile workers in securing proper 
recognition of collective bargain- 
ing privileges under the NRA 
have the “full sympathy of the 
steel workers,” Long said.

without undue strain on any part 


of the driving mechanism or | 
chassis. Unusually large braking | 
areas and_ specially designed 
drums of the mechanical braking 
system provide maximum brak- 
ing safety, it is said. 

The new rear axle is of the 


full-floating type and increased 
strength has been built into the 
entire rear and design. The axle 
housings now carry the 
load, as well as all stresses and 
side thrusts, leaving the axle 
shafts to perform their single 
primary function of driving the 
wheels. The shafts can be read- 
ily removed for service without 
jacking up the truck. 

The sturdy driving pinion is 
straddle-mounted. Larger pinion 
shaft and pinion bearings with 


positive lubrication, wider, 
stronger teeth on the driving 
pinion and ring gear, proper

It is more ecohomical in opera- 
tion, delivering a greater power 
output per gallon of fuel than

No definite word has been re- 
ceived on what steps President 
Roosevelt would be likely to take 
in an effort to carry the truce 
beyond the Thursday deadline 
and it is not likely that announce- 
ment of his plan will be made 
until after the interview with 
leaders of the industry tomorrow. 

In his telegram to Collins today, 
President Roosevelt said: “In the 
public interest I am constrained 
to request that you withhold 
strike action called for this after- 
noon until I can have conference 
in Washington in effort to re- 
concile existing differences. I 
suggest Thursday. Will you ac- 
knowledge me immediately?” 

Strike preparation were under 
way by union officials in Detroit, 
Flint, Pontiac and Lansing. Chev- 
rolet motor units in Flint voted 
Monday night to take strike ac- 
tion. Collins announced that with 
the signing of ten new union 
charters this week, the A. F. of L. 
has 50 automotive locals in Mich- 
igan concentrated in the motor 
centers of the state. 

Detroit was quiet today on the 
eve of the pending walkout. Only 
in one plant was any difficulty ex- 
perienced and that was the plant 
of the Bower Roller Bearing Co. 
which is understood to have large 
contracts for both Ford and 
Plymouth bearings. 

The President’s course at the 
coming meeting is naturally the 
subject of intense speculation, 
holding, as it does, so much that 
is tremendously relevant to the 
future of the NRA. 

That the President would begin 
with the declaration that both 
parties should consider the gen- 
eral welfare at the expense of 
their own ends was intimated in 
the blunt statement he made late 
today to dispu'?rts in the rail- 
way labor negotiations. “I fear 
that sight is being lost of the 
most important factor of all, the 
good of the country,” he told the 
representatives of railroad man- 





agement and the brotherhoods as- 
sembled here. 


It was regarded as likely, too, 
that the President would recom- 
mend a course of procedure based 
upon the code of the automobile 
industry with the promise to la- 
bor of an investigation to deter- 
mine the accuracy of its charges 
of coercion and intimidation in 
connection with the formation of 
company unions. Whether such 
a proposal would be satisfactory 
to the A. F. of L. is regarded as 
problematic in view of its insist- 
ence that further delay would 
permit the industry to escape 
without serious effects any strike 
called after the production peak 
had passed. 

At the same time, contributing 
to the administration’s sincerity 
in offering such a proposal was 
the action it took today in con- 
nection with the Weirton Steel 
Co. case. In a suit filed at Wil- 
mington, Del., the Department of 
Justice sought an _ injunction 
against the company on _ the 
ground of violation of Section 7A 
of the Recovery Act. Action of 
the Federal Government in this 
case is construed as an evidence 
of its intent to enforce the letter 
as well as the spirit of the NIRA. 
Thus confuting those labor rad- 
icals who have insisted that its 
previous delay in acting against 
the Weirton Co. was an evidence 
of insincerity. 

Optimism prevailed here late 
today that the president inter- 
vention, whatever form it might 
take specifically, would be suc- 
cessful. 

Another Washington chapter 
of the controversy began late to- 
day with the introduction in the 
House of a resolution by Rep. 
John Lesinski, Dearborn, Mich., 
which calls for a Congressional 
inquiry into conditions of labor 
in the automobile industry with 
special reference to possible vio- 
lations of 7-A of the Recovery 
Act. The resolution was referred 
to the Rules Committee. 





Auto Industry 
In the Van of 


U. S. Recovery 


Washington, Mar. 20.—As the 
Administration fought to head 
off an automobile plant strike, 
figures on February industrial 
employment and payrolls released 
by Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins again showed Michigan 
and the auto industry leading the 
recovery parade. 

Michigan led the 36 states 
showing employment increases in 
February, with a gain of 14.5 per 
cent. 

The automobile _ industry 
showed an increase over January 
of 21.3 per cent in employment 
and 41.1 per cent in payrolls. The 
latter, according to Miss Perkins, 
indicated a rise of approximately 
$3,000,000 in weekly wages. 

The increases in the auto in- 
dustry were described by Miss 
Perkins as the “outstanding gains 
of the month,” the general aver- 
age increase for all manufactur- 
ing being 6.1 in employment and 
12.6 in payrolls. She declined to 
estimate the effect on employ- 
ment of a possible tie-up of the 
auto trades by the impending 
strike.

A. A. A. Pleads 
For Simplified 
Highway Markers 


Washington, Mar. 20.—A plea 
for a reduction in the confusing 
duplication of highway _ route 
marking, accompanied by the 
prediction that motor travel is 
destined for definite revival, is 
made here by the American Au- 
tomobile Association. Recom- 
mendations of the association are 
set forth in a letter addressed to 
the United States Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads and to State highway 
departments. The AAA letter 
says: 

“At the present moment, the 
experience of our clubs demon- 
strates that in order that the 
motorist may travel over the 
shortest and best route between 
many of our large cities, it is 
necessary for him to follow a 
great variety of numbers. One 
such route over a distance of 
510 miles, contains seventeen 
different numbers, eight of them 
U. S. numbers, nine of them State 
numbers. Because of the dif- 
ferent jurisdictions, because of 
local pride, and because of the 
investment in markers, we re- 
alize that one connected number 
for such routes is not possible 
attainment. But we do em- 
phatically feel that more plan- 
ning and more co-operation 
would make possible fewer route 
numbers on heavily traveled high- 
ways between key cities.”

Vesper Reports 
62% All Sales 
Now Used Cars 


St. Louis, Mar. 20.—The demand 
for used automobiles has in- 
creased to the point where today 
approximately 62 per cent of all 
automobiles sold are used cars— 
162 used cars for every 100 new 
cars sold, according to F. W. A. 
Vesper, president of the National 
Automobile Dealers’ Assn. 

“The general public today is 
vitally concerned in the effect of 
the used car section of the NRA 
Code of Fair Competition for the 
Motor Vehicle Retailing Trade,” 
Vesper says. 

“One thing that the man who 
trades in an old car should under- 
stand is the fact that the code 
allowance figure is a maximum 
figure—not an arbitrary allow- 
ance figure but only a point from 
which to proceed to a fair allow- 
ance. The code book shows what 
the best grade cars are actually 
bringing in the current market. 

“The purpose of the code and 
the intention of those who framed 
it is to see that both the man who 
trades in a used car and the man 
who later buys that car get a fair 
deal. 

“The people who buy used cars 
deserve adequate protection 
against any economic necessity 
that operates to put an unsafe car 
into their hands. Used car buy- 
ers are usually actuated by thrift 
primarily and often can less af- 
ford to pay too much for a car 
than the new car buyer. 

“These considerations are per- 
tinent now in view of the fact 
that the peak season for the used 
car industry is spring and early 
summer. Shortage of new cars, 
the numbers of people who have 
not bought cars during the last 
year or so, the far greater buy- 
ing power in the market—all have 
a bullish effect on the used car 
situation. 

“The trend of used car prices 
is upward.” 





Matheson Reports Greater 
Activity in Southwest 


Detroit, Mar. 20.—C. W. Mathe- 
son, vice-president of Graham- 
Paige Motors Corp., on his return 
from a trip through the southern 
and southwestern states, reported 
definite indications that these 
sections were making substantial 
progress toward industrial recov- 
ery.
